JUST A FEW WORDS 
ABOUT HERBERT BROWN 


Not only has Richmond lost one of its most 
valuable, as well as valued, citizens in the sud- 
den death of Herbert F. Brown, but this editor 
has again lost a close friend, first in the depart- 
ure of Joe Ogborn and now in the going of Her- 
bert-Brown. Again are we confronted with the 
fact that language is impotent and words mere 
sounds like tinkling symbols. We want to say 
something and can’t. Words do not heal the 
ache and pain and language falls short of what 
the heart and soul would utter. 

Herbert Brown had his peculiarities, as well as 
his many splendid attributes. He was not easy 
to get real well acquainted with. He had a cer- 
tain reserve as an outer shell which few broke 
through. We broke through it years ago, some 
how or other, and knew then what a big man 
was sort of hid away inside. It was things 
we wrote which broke that crust with Herbert, 
and he was a close reader of all our writings 

, for mnany years past. We chummed around with 
him for weeks back at Washington, D. (.,"when 
a bunch of us went on there to interest Uncle 
Sam in Richmond's great harbor project, and 
we set out in the parks there and talked, and 
went to the theaters, and stole from the 
crowd one day and went down to New York and 
out to swim at Coney Island. Tf had a big 
heart, a clear foresight and was more deep about 
many things than many ever knew or gave him 
credit for. 

Herbert Brown helped very matertally in mak- 
ing Richmond what it is. He gave liberally of 
his lands and money to any industry wanting to 
come and help build Richmond. 

We do not know where Dan McLaughlin, Joe 
Ogborn and Herbert Brown have gone, but where- 
ever it is that's where we want to go some day 
when the right time comes.
